For Humanity! 


— 
The world scroll upon which is inscribed the names of men and women 
who have rendered distinguished service to the cause of humanity contains 


no name more worthy of such recognition than that of Menri Dunant, the 
centenary of whose birth in Geneva, Switzerland, was observed throughotit 
the world on May 8th, of this year, and who lived to the ripe old age of ®2 
years. 

What service did Henri Dunant render to mankind entitling him to this 
honor? 

As a young man of 31 years, Dunant, author and philosopher, was travel- 
ling for pleasure in the summer of 1859 in Northern Italy, and happened 
to arrive in the neighborhood of Solferino just at the conclusion of the battle 
which is known by that name, and which was waged between fhe Austrians 
ender Francis Joseph II. and the Allied French and Sardinians. The opposing 
forces were of about equal etrength, the total of men engaged being sorme- 
thing over 300,000. The armies met in the early morning and fought a san- 
guinary conflict until about two o'clock in the afternoon, when the Austrians 
were forced to retire. For so short a battle the losses were large, totalling 
in killed, wounded, and missitig almost 40,000. 


Upon such a scene of carnage came Henri Dunant accidentally in the | 


course of his journey for pleasure, Suffering and dying soldiers left on the 
field filled the air with their cries and groans, but there was no organized 
care for them. His deepest sympathies stirred for these fellowmen, who but 
a few hours, before were in the pride of health and strength, Henri ] smant 
organized the neighboring villagers who did what little they could to cope 
with the gigantic task of ministering to those whose lives might still be 
saved. : 

But Henri Dunant did more, The vivid and terrible scenes he had wit- 


» nessed so impressed ttlemselves upon his fnind that a year or two later he 
published his experiences in a small volume entitled “Un Souvenir de Sol- | 


ferino” (A Remembrance of Solferino), in which he advocated the forma- 
tion of voluntary organizations to aid the army authorities in carrying out 
the national obligation cf caring for the sick and wounded in future cam- 
patgns. 

The result was the organization of the great world-wide itéd Cross 
Society. ’ 

In this day and generation, with the events of the Great World War still 


fresh in mind, it is unnecessary to attempt any review of this international | 


neutral, bumanitarian organization.. Sufficient it is to say tnat probably no 


other organization in the world's history has a finer record of achievement, ) 


or so completely commands the confidence and support of all peoples. The 
Red Cross flag and insignia is known and respected everywhere as a sign 
of absolute neutrality among warring nations, and the highest standard of 
self-sacrificing service to all suffering humanity. ; 
Originated for service to the sick and wounded of armies in time of war, 
its amazingly efficient organization and outstanding service during the Great 
War so impressed the statesmen of the world confronted with all the difii- 
culties of after-the-war reconstruction of a well-nigh bankrupt civilization, 


that the Peace Conference at Versailles unanimously called upon the Red | 
Cross throughout the world to remain organized and active, and undertake | 


® comprehensive peace-time work among the civilian populations, 
To the Red Cross, therefore, the creation of Henri Dunant, was accorded 
the distinction of being the only organization, apart from Governrmenta, 


recognized in the Covenant of the League of Nations, with the solemn obliga-— 


tion imposed on all nations joining the League to encourage and promote 
the organization of voluntary national Red Cross Societies, having for their 
object “the promotion of health, the prevention of disease, and the miligation 
.of suffering throughout the world.” 


Today throughout the world, the Red Cross with its tens of millions of | 
members, including all races, languages and creeds, is engaged in its mission | 


of mercy. When Nature in a violent mood brings disaster upon a small 
community, or a Province, or 4 whole nation, the Red Cross is the first on 
the spot, Should an epidemic of disease break out, the Red Cross nurse and 
voluntary worker, inspired by the heroism and humanitarian ideals of Du- 
nant and Florence Nightingale, are active in the alleviation of suffering, Un- 
ceasing, too, is the Red Cross educational campaign in the promotion of 
health and the prevention of disease. And should war again inflict raankind, 
the Red Cross will be found better organized and stronger than ever to as- 
sume the burden thus imposed upon it. 

In the galaxy of the world’s great humanitarians, Pasteur, Jenner, 
Lister, Forence Nightingale, William Booth, Curie, and others, the name 
of Henri Dunaht shines brightly, while the sympathy which prompted his 
action on the bloody field of Solferino, and the inspiration leading to his 
conception of a great neutral volunteer orggnization in the cause of sutfer- 
ing humanity, continues to call forth the most splendid self-denial and ser- 
vice under the banner of the Red Cross. a“

Science Discovering 
Secrets Of Leprosy 
Caused By Bacteria Says Profeséor 


Of Tropical Medicine 
Leprosy, the dread disease, which 


| sends its yictims into colonies of The 
Living Dead,” has. begun to give its, 
| age-old secrets. 


evidence . relative to the 
ancient scourge, tending to show it 
is caused by a definite bacterium and 
is not contagious has been gathered 
by one of the famous “microbe bhunt- 
ters” of the University of California. 

He is Dr. E. L. Walker, professor 
of tropical medicine in the University 
Medical School, Berkeley, Cal, who 
recently returned from a 14 months’ 
stay In Honolulu. While there he car- 
ried on extensive investigations of 
the cause of leprosy at the Molokai 
Receiving Hospital, 

Althougl»Dr. Walker made it clear 
his findings are only tentative, he 
predicted that if they are sustained 
by further research they will result 
in changes of great scientific, econo- 
mic and governmental importance. 

Here are the two conclusions 
reached as the result of his studies in 
Hawaii. 

1. Leprosy is caused by a bacter- 
jum related to the fungus actinomy- 
ces, a plant-like growth of microsco- 
pic size, which thrives on on living 


jorganism except that of man, but 


which is found in the soil virtually 
everywhere in Hawaii, 

2. These bacteria enter the body 
in cuts or wounds about the feet, and 
are not transmitted’ by the leper, des- 
pite the cry of “helean,” which has 
driven him as an outcast from 


society.

Awards like those, and the others 
which the association gives anriually, 
are doing a great deal to stimulate 
country editors to produce better pa 
pers. The Brookings Register in 
South Dakota, for example, holds the 
current award for the best front 
page. That puts the Eastern publish 
ers on their mettle; but it was an 
Fastern paper, the Graphic, of New- 
ton, Massachusetts, which won first 
prize in the association's advertising 
contest, while the News, of Monte 
video, Minnesota, took first place as 
an example of good newspaper pro 
duction.” 

These awards are powerful influ- 
ences for the betterment of the coun- 
try press, the others agreed, but two 
or three spoke simultaneously of the 
schools of journaliam as perhaps tile 
most potent factor of all in the pro- 
gress of the small-town weeklies 

“You didn't think that all this flock 
of boys and girls who are being grad- 
uated every year from the schools of 
journalism were getting city jobs, did 
you?” asked Bert Mills, as I express- 
ed surprise.

| Heve he's right. And many of these 
schools are concentrating on the pro- 
blem of the small-town wetkly rather 
than on the daily press.

Must Import Food 


Baby specialists agree nowadays, 
that during the first six months, ba- 
bies must have three ounces of fluid 
per pound of body weight daily. An 
eight pound baby, for instance, needs 
twenty-four ounces of fluid. Later on 
the rule is two ounces of fluid per 
peund of body weight. The amount of 
fluid absorbed by a breast fed baby is 
best determined by weighing him be- 
fore and after feeding for the whole 
day; and it is easily calculated for 
the bottle fed one.

CHILDHOOD DISEASES AFFRCT 
ING TEETH 


It occasionally happens that teeth 
erupt faulty in shape or with the en- 
amel pitted and stained, and you won 
der what has caused it. 

Now a very probable source of this 
trouble is a general disturbance from 
some constitutional disease assoctat- 
ed with high temperatures, such as, 
scarlet fever, measles, or chicken pox 

Occasionally this disturbance is 80 
great as to totally destroy the tooth 
germ, but more often it merely af- 
fects the tooth structure as describ- 
ed above. 

But there are two general diseases 
that, i particular affect tooth struc- 
ture and tooth eruption. 

Of these rickets is a disease of faul- 
ty nutrition, and it is worthy of note 
that it is a disease not only of the 
very poor who are denied proper and 
sufficient food, but of the rich, who 
have an abundance of food but of an 
improper kind. ; 

The characteristic affections pf the) 
teeth from rickets are these; the de- 
ciduous, teeth erupt late and, in the 
more extreme cases, there is a gen; 
eral deformity of the skull and jaws; 
moreover, these teeth are lost early, 
whilst the permanent teeth in turn 
erupt late; the result is, faully or 
mal-ocelusion, Moreover, the teeth
